of them, and carried the Cormilliontry amd 
their Reritzte to Court ; "1 'wenty font Fail 
bants,'or Horfe-Guards, walking along ll''the! 
way, on' both fides of the Coaches : Not t6' 
mention a great many'of the Eletor's Ser- 
vantsthat did alſs atrend them. Ar Court 
oy were received with Double Guards, and 
Colours, difplayed ; Twenty four Trumpets, 
and ewo pair of Kettle-Prums ſounding alt 
the while. The Commiſſioners Coach-piſ- 
ſed through the' Inner-Court- of the- Caſtle 
at thefoot, of* the Stairs the Commiſſioners 
were Teceived by the Grand Marſhal, with: 
kis Silver Staff of Office : ' At the head of the 
Stairs they were met by the EleQor's Great 
Chimberlain, the Count of Denherff, and fo 
were conducted to the EleQor's Chamber ; 
all the Rooms, as they -paſs'd along, being 
full of the Nobilicy and Geary of the Ceare, 
and the Trebants making the Guard -up' the' 
ſairs,. and along the Two firſt Rooms: /*- -- 
From the EleQor's Apartment? they went 
to an Audience of the Ele&rice, where were 
all

all the Princes and Princeſſes of the Family, 
and the Ladies of .the Court, richly dreſ- 
ſed : Then they were conducted to ., the 
Rooms where. the Robes of the Order were 
before-placed, where all chings being in rea- 
dinefs, they weat to another Room near ad- 
joining, in which his EleQoral Highneſs 
was, and thence began the Proceſſion to the 
Great Hall, which is one of the nobleſt_ 
Rooms that is to be ſeen any-where, being 
above 100 foot Tong, and above 50 foot. 
broad, adorn'd all about with the Marble 
Srarues of the Electors of the. Family , and 
the--Roof richly painted. They went in 
this order : firſt, The Nobility and Officers 
of the Court in great number ; The Grand 
Marſhal and Marſhal-with their SilverStaves 
of Office, being: the laſt of them, Next 
came two belonging ro the Commiſſioners, 
one of them carrying the King's Commiſſion, 
and the other the Cap and Feather ; then fol- 
lowed Mr. Gregory King in the Mantle of the 
Kings at Arms, bearing the Habit and En- 
ſigns of the Order on a, Velvet Cuſhion. 
Next came Mr. Johnſton alone ; and in theJaſt 
place his Eletoral Highneſs, attended by rhe 
Priace of Anbalt,and the Grand Chamberlain.

Thus they went through a long Gallery (ha- 


ving the Trabants on each fide) into the Hall, 
and ſo into the Rails which divided the upper 
end of the Hall,that was raiſed four Steps, ma- 
king the due Reverences to the Sovereign's 
Stare; the Ele&rice, with the Princeſles and 
Princes Ladies, and publick Miniſters, having 
before taken their places within the Rails. 
The Elector being placed under his State, 
and the Robes being laid on a Table near his 
Highneſs, the rwo Commillioners ſeated 
themſelves in two armed Chairs, and the 
Trumpers and Muſick ceafting, Mr. Johnſton 
made a Diſcourle in Engliſh. But not to ob- 
Iige the EleCtor to ſtand, becauſe of an hurt 
in his Leg, the Expedient fallen upon was 
this; That inſtead of four Diſcourſes (as the 
Cuſtom is) two by one of the Commiſſioners, 
and two by one belonging to the EleCtor ; 
that one onlyſhould be made by Mr. Johnſton in 
the beginning, and another ar the end of the 
Ceremony by Monſieur Fulks, one of the Ele- 
&or's Miniſters of State. And therefote 
Mr. Johnſton having put his ewo Diſcourſes 
into one, and having only told the ſubſtance 
of them in Engliſh, he preſented a Tranlla- 
tion in. Elgh Dutch to the Ele&tor, which he 
B Or-

ordered: his Chief Secretary toread ; the Ele- 
or and the Commillioners having ſtood du- 
ring the pronouncing of the Engliſh, bur fit- 
ting when the Dutch Copy was read. Then 
they preſented the King's Commiſion to the 
Ele&tor, which he gave to a Miniſter of State, 
who delivered it to the Secretary to be read, 
the EleCtor and all others ſtanding up ; which 
being again delivered to the Elector,his High- 
neſs gave it to Mr. King; Afrer which, the 
' Commiſſioners having taken off his High- 
neſs's Coat, Sword, Belt, Ribbon-George and 
Garter, Mr. Johnſton inveſted the Ele&tor with: 
the Diamond-Garter, the Surcoat, the Sword 
and Belt, the great Mantle, the Hood, and at 
laſt the great Collar and George, in the order 
as they were delivered to him by Mr. Kg; 
who pronounced in Latin the uſual Forms of- 
Admonitions upon Mr. Johnſton's putting on 
the Eleoreach Enſign, Then they preſented 
to his Eleoral Highneſs the Book of Statutes 
under the Great Seal of the Order, and he de- 
livered therm Letters certifying his reception 
ot the Order, and containing an Engagement 
to obſerve the Statutes with the uſual Excep- 
tions. Thele Letters had already his Sign- 
and Seal at them, yet his Eleforal Highneſs 


had 
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Had a Pen given him, and hermade aſhew 
of writing his Name, 

Next they preſented him with the Cap and 
Feather, which his EleCtoral Highneſs had en- 


riched with Diamonds to the value of above' 


$0000 l. one of the Stones coſt aboye 10000 l. 

Then Mr. King did congratulate his Ele- 
Qtoral Highneſs, and proclaimed the Sove- 
reigns and New: -Knights Tittes, upon which 
the Trumpets ſounded, and the Drums beat, 
and: Muſick play'd, 

This being over, Mr. Johnſton did alfo con- 
gratulate his Highneſs i in a ſhort Comple- 
- ment; and then Monheur Fulks made an _ 
ſome Speech to the praiſe of the Soveraign 
and the Order. This Speech was in High= 
Dutch, that it might be underſtood by the 
whole Aſſembly; and a Copy of irbeing given 
to Mr. Stepney, Mr. Johnſtoii's Secretary; he read 
It publickly *the Eleftor and Commiſſioners 
fitting all the while that Monfieur Falks ſpoke, 
and that the Copy was read. Then they pre- 
ſentedthe Stars or Glories, and the Ribbon of 
_ the Order ; and returning to their 'Chairs, the 
- Drums beat, the Trumpets ſounded, and the 
Cannon round the T'6iwn was thrice diſchar- 
ged. Then the Eleftor and Commiſſioners 

B 2 returned 
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returned in proceſſion as they came , and 
Mr. Norton, Collonel Norton's Grandſon, had 
the honour to carry the EleCtor's Train. 
A lictle after this, they came back to the 


' Hall again to dinner, where his Eleoral 


Highneſs and the tewo Commiſlioners only did 
fit at the Table, his Highneſs being in the 
Roves,and the Court attending: The EleCtor 
began firſt the King's Health ; 2dly, the 
Queen's ; zdly, the Kaights of the Order ; 
gthly, Proſperity to the Enzliſþ Nation ; 
5thly, Succels ro the Campaign. Mr. Johnſton 
began firſt the EleQor's Heath ; 2dly, the E- 
I-Qrices ; 3dly, the EleCtoral Families ; the 
Ele&or and Commiſſioners ſtood up, and the 
Guns were diſcharged at every Glals. After 


Dinner the Commiſſioners were carried home 


in the ſame manner as they were brought in 


the morning ; at night they returned to 
Court in two Coaches with fix Horſes, and 
ſupp'd with the Elefor, the Electrice, and 
the Princeſs, where many of the ſame Healths 
were drunk again with the ſame Ceremony of 
firing, and ſtanding. up. 

After Supper the Fire-works began, and 
were much admired by every one,confidering 
they had only three days to prepare theny : 


There 
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There were many Rockets of all ſorts, and 
four great Fire-works of 4o or 50 foot high, 
the chief burnt blew, and was compoled of the 
repreſentation of a Garter, having within ir 
theſe four Letters, V. W. M. R. fignitying Yi 
vant Willielmus FAarie Reves ; arid without the 
Garter were the Supporting Crown and Creſt 
of England. The other three were Pyramids. 
burning in bright white fre, with Crowns on 
che tops of them, the middlemoſlt having the 
Letter B. and the other two, F. and H. f1gni- 
fying Britannia, Francia, Hiberna, The Ele&or 
hath ordered cheGarter to be pur on the Plate. 
Ever ſiace the publick Audience, we have been 
entertained at our Lodgings at the EleCtor's 
Charge,and attended by his Officers. Both the 
Commillioners have received Rich Preſents, 
thePrincipal Commiſſioner's being double the 
value of what was given to the other. The 
Servants of the firſt, to the number of ſixteen, 
andthoſe of the other Commiſſioner, three,had 
all conſiderable Preſents according to their ſe. 
veral Offices. In a word, Every thing was done 
for the honour of the Order of thg Sovereiga 
of it, and of the new Knight; and in a manner 
more noble than it could have been expected 


the ſhortneſs of time would have allow'd.

May it pleaſe Tour Eleftoral Highneſs, 


Nu excitesin men the deſire of Glo- 


N ry ſo much as ſignal and laſting marks 
ot Honour. For toNoble and Generous Minds, 
Honour is certainly the greateſt Reward ; and 
ſuch marks are the moſt acceptable parts of ir, 


' to wit, a publick acknowledgment that men 


deſerve it. 

Of theſe Marks,the moſt eminent hayc been 
appropriated to Chevalry. Religion ach its 
Treaſury above. . Juſtice, and the other peace- 

'able Virtues without Arms, would be of licle 
ornoule. Therefore Military Glory, as moſt 
neceſlary, hath been preferr'd to all others; 
beſides, it is acquired with greater danger, and 
is founded on tiobler Paſſions. : 
 Amongſtall incitements to it, nothing Kath 
proved (© effe&tual as the Inſtitution of theOr- 
ders of Knights Companions and Brethren. 
' Snch Orders do engagePrinces by the ſtridteſt 


"Ties of Honour. to give In their own Perſons 


an' Example of Military Virtue, as alſo the 
higheſt In@uragement imaginable to follow 
It; For by thele Fraternities they deſcend from 
their Greatneſs, and conſent that brave and 
gallant Men fhould be brought into a fort of 
Equality with themſelves, Amongſt 


* 
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Amongſt Military Orders, there are none 
that can diſpute either Antiquity or Dignity 
with that of the Garter ; which may indeed 
be called the Mothgr-Order ; For the other 
great Orders have ſprung out of this Root, 
being formed upon the Model of it. 

Sech Inſticutions, like other things of the 
ſame nature, in their firſt conceptions uſe 'to 
be imperfect, and calculated for receiving the 
Reformarions that time only brings : Bur the 
Rules of this Order were from the beginning 
ſo well digeſted, that they have admi:ted of 
few or no material Changes. 

To the Antiquity and Wiſdom of the Infſti- 
tution, I may add the Chaſtity of the Order : 
TheKnigths have at no time exceeded the firſt 
foundation of Twenty fix, contrary to the fate 
of other Orders;of which none have ſupported 
their Dignity as. this hath done, conſidering 
jointly the ſmall number, and ſingular eminen- 
cy of thoſe that have been of ir,viz. Four hun- 
dred ninety levenenly. And yet amongſt theſe, 
there have been Eight Emperors (of whom 
two, Sigiſmond, and Charles the Y*- went to 
England and received-it there, ſo much did 
they value the Honour vf- being of it; )* 
Forty fve Kings, including thoſe of England ; 
and

and above Sixty Princes, for the moſt part So- 
vereigns ; Not to mention that the others ge- 
nerally deſerving to be Princes, were therefore 
by the Order in a manner made ſuch. 

The Qualities of Edward II. who founded 
this Order, gave a peculiar Luſtreto it ; He 
was the Greateſt and Braveſt Prince of His 
Time, inthe opinion of all others, as well as 
of the Germans, who ficſt made Him Vicar- 
General of the Empire, and afcerwards of- 


fered Him the Imperial Diadem. 


He-claimed the Crown of France as his Juſt 
and Lawtul Inhericance, and ſtudied by the 
Inſticution of this Order, to engage the moſt 
Martial Spirits of the Age, in his Quarrel. Ic 
was with his Garter that he gave the Signal ar 
the Batrel of Ceſſy; remembring, it ſeems, 
that which was reported of one of his Pre- 
deceſſors, Richard the I/t, That ne had upon 
a like occaſion, with great Succeſs, made ule 
of a Garcer. In this Bartel the whole Power 
of France tell before Him ; ppon which Au- 
gury he made the Garter the chief ſign of the 
Order. Richard the I, is allo ſaid upon ſuch 
an account to have had the ſame deſign. Be- 
ſides, a Garter is the Symbol and Badg of Uni- 
ty, and cherefore moſt proper to lignihe thele 

Bonds 
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Bonds of Amity and Aﬀection intowhich all 
the Companions were to reckpn themſelves 
kait. 

He: delighted much in Devices, and choſe 
for the Device of the Order, theſe words, 
Honi ſoit q mal y Penſe ;. in Engliſh, May be 

be aſhamed that thinks ill (or does not approye) 
of i it, That is, either of the Order ic ſelf; or 
of- his Title to the Crowa of France, which 
gave occaſion to the Inſtitution, 

He made Blew the chief Colour, that being 
the Colour of the Field of the Arms of France, 
which, with che Title he had abour chat time 
aſſumed to himſelf, his Succeſſors have ever 
ſinceuled : Beſides, Blew denotes the Sublime 
and Celeſtial Temper of thoſe who were to 
be of the Order. The Pilgrims that return- 
ed from the Holy Land, brought over ſuch an 
account of St. George (then the Chriſtian 
Mars) particularly of his Tutelary care of 
the Engliſh in that War, that according to the 
OC ons of thoſe Times, he made him the 
Patron of the Order, as well as of the Na- 
tion. 

He wiſely conſidered hat other Sovereign 
Princes might think it a leflening of them, to 
come into an Order ſubje& to the Laws and 
C Ga- 
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 Govertitnent of England ; therefore he intirely 
ſeparated its Concerns, and made ita diſtin&t 
Body with Seals and Officers, and Statutes pe- 
culiar to it; over which the Seals and Laws 
of England have no ſort of Authority. 

This. ts the Order, Sir,ſo deſervedly famous 
over all Chriſtendom, theſe Three eaked and 
forty Years,of which we have now theHonor, 
ja the Name of the King our Maſter, to Pre- 
fentYour — ighoek the Enfigns.The 
fame Order whi Highneſs, a lllu- 
ſtrious Father, deſtredWfo much, and received 
as a great Honour done Him, and to which 
he did great Honour: He wore it in a time of 
Action, when the Fate not only of the North, 
but of. the whole Empire ; nay, I may add, 
of all Zarope, rurned according to the Miea- 
fures that He rook,and which is more, ttrrned 
often with the approbation of all good men. 
It was thus that he run His Career, which he 
finiſhed wich an happineſs that might be cal- 
led the obtaining of the Prize, iF that were to 
be done here; For he being full of Honour 
and Years, in Peace and quiet, Belov'd and 
Efteem'd by the better pare of Mankind, 
died;- leaving behind him the only Two 
Things to. be left, a Great and Good Name, 
anda Glorious Succeſſor. Ic 
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- Tt 5s alſo the ſame Garter, as well - as the 
ſame Order, with which we-are to{inveſt your 
Highneſs, This I ſhould call a:happy. Omen, - 


that the Order is ſtill ro receive'the {ſame Ho- 


nour : But your Highneſs hath nor lefc: the 
World to Divination and Conjecture ;',you- 
have begun your Regence ina way worthy/of 


the Son of ſuch a Father, and already given. 


Mankind real Inſtances. of that 'which - they 


may expe&t: And now this day you are to 
' put the Order in poſlefſion of the Honour 
which you have, as'it were, advanced ito. it, 


and to which the Order hath a Natural Claimy. 


your Highneſs having acquired the /ſarhe; 4s 
the Founder did his, 'by-defeating the- ancient: 
Enemies of both Nations. For this 'Reaſon; 
I ſuppoſe, the King, my Maſter;; as. well ag 
for doing your Highneſs greater Honour, hath 
ſent you a Sword, amongſt the Enſigns of the 
Order, which hitherto was never done to any 

other. | 
Sir, Nothing is more evident then, that 
this Society was inftituted for carrying on a 
War with France, in which War the Empe- 
ror, the Princes of Brandenburg, Bavaria, Lar- 
rain, and; many others, were engaged by a

Confederacy with the Founder of: this Order, 
as your Highneſs, and others, their Succeſfors, 
are now with the preſent Soveraign of it. Ik 
ſeeins in all Ages it hath been the Wiſdom 
of Great Princesto have no other thing todo: 
with that Crown. Sure 'that which hack hap- 
ned in this Age, doth nor alter the Cafe; nay, 
the preſent Confederacy is a Demonſtration, 
that it is-the Senfe of 'Mankind, that the Pub- 
lick quiet cat be no ' longer. ſecuted: by the 
Faith of Treaties; and therefore, that a firm ' 
Peace is only to be obtained by a thorough 
War :' For Men that havirlg enriched chem- 
ſelves by Violerice, are: fallen in love with ir, 
will love on cill they loſe by ir, chen ic will be 
ſeaſonable to truſt ro: Treaties, the incapacity 
fuch Men ſhall be in to break them, - will be 
furety. for thei keeping ther.

other Countries from the danger of it, in ſuſfering 


them ts become his own : Thus endeavouring 
every where to ſtem the Inundations of the preſent 
Times, 49 his Anceſtors did thofe of theirs, 

: But to'this, not only. che. Example of the 
Soveraign invites thoſe of the Order, but the 
Order it felf, in a particular manner, engages 
then, ' Plegnare pro jure G tuitine Orelſooem 
& indipentnon, To ghr for the reliet of the 
Poor and the opprelled. _ 

This, Reaſon, Humaniry, common Chri- 
flianity, and [ntereſt roo, requires of all Men, 
mitich more of Princes, that are to: act as 
God's Vicegerents, who Glories innothing oft- 
ner than in his firm purpoſes to avenge and 
protect Widows and Orphans, -and ſuch 0- 
rthers, the Innocent, though Unforcunate part 
of Manking, r6 wit, by commanding all thoſe 
that have power to: do it, to puniſh. cheir Op-. 
preflors. - - |

It is true, ſeveral among them endeavour- 
ed thus to defend the Irregulamities that ſome- 
times did accompany ſuch Actions, and ſu 
poſed an expreſs Order from God, as _—_ 
ry to juſtifie them.

' means for obtaining the ends which they relate 
to, and in that relation cannot be too well ob- 
ſerved, but they are not the ends themſelves 
which muſt ſtill -be purſued,” tho in atiother 
way, if the ordinary *way fails. No'doubt 
the Letter of the Law, that upon great occaſt- 
ons oppoſes it ſelf to the publick Satery, which 
is intended by all Laws, muſt nceds 'be the 
Letter that kills. This thoſe high Pretenders 
came atlaſt tro underſtand (and to fight even 
on their Sabbaths) tho their Laws were given 
them by God ; and that it was their humour 
to ſwallow Camels, and ſtrain at Gnars; tolet 
o the Subſtance for the Law, and periſh in de- 
ence of the Letter of ic. The true ſtanding 
CharaRter in all Ages and Nations, and ordina- 
rily the Fate too, of Weak, and Warm, and 
Obſtinace (tho often Well-meaning) Men. ' 
Thoſe Jews are much more inthe right, who 
aſcribe great Events more particulatly-ro/God, 
becauſe of that which is ſingulat (as well.as of 
his Concern) in them. Thus they would;” no 
doubt, judge of the late Revolution in Brita, 
where we have an llluſtrious Example of ſuch 
forts of Events, - In which the concurrence of 
great Dangers, of an unexpected Opportunity

and Circumſtanees of the Deliverer, as # they 
had been given for thisEnd ; of che evident in- 
fatuation of thoſe whole Intereſt (and in whoſe 
Power) it was to have-prevented it ; of a maul- 
titude of meer Accidents preyious and ablo- 
lutely neceſſary to it, which by Humane 'Wiſ- 
dom {could neitherhave -been toreſcen ner-pro- 
cured : In a-word, of a-Chain and Coincidency 
of various, and often, an appearance Croſs E- 
vents ; yet in effect, ſo well agreeing with the 
Methods reſolved on, that Divine :Gaadneſs 
and Humane Prudence ſeera to have- had a 
. Correſpendence. All this, with the ſudden ya- 
niſhing of Difficulties that had _ in 2 
manaer in{uperable, and a Succeſs worthy of 
theCare.of Providence ({uch as Hiſtory cannor 
parallel), without Blood, Danger, or Diſorder ;
